This 
conversation was carried on in the He- 
brew tongue. Recognizing in them 
his fellow countrymen, he went to 
them ami asked after the state of his 
people and the condition of Jerusalem. 
Heing told that both were in a had 
state, that the inhabitants were car- 
ried away captive, and thai the walls 
of Jerusalem were broken down, his 
heart became sore within him. and 
he lifted uphiseydsto heaven and cri- 
ei out, "How lung, O Lord, wilt thou 
overlo.ik < »ur nation, while it suffers so 
grett miseries, and while we are made 
the prey and spoil of all men?" He- 
ing sad at heart, he was no longer pos- 
sessed (»f a cheerful countenance. 
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This attracted the king's attention

The king was moved to 
compassion l)j- the appearance and 
woidsjnf this man, and when he asked 
leaVe to go tu Jerusalem tu rehuiid its 
wails, the king not only gave the de- 
sired permission, hut gavcordcrs auhe 
governors of the provinces Uinmyli 
which he was to pass, nut tu molest 
him, and all dm timher needed 
lor tiie enterprise was i'uniislied from 
die kings own i'i>iVi[>. When Nehe- 
miah airi\ed at the i ity. h L - caiefuilv 
surveyed tile work he had licfoie him, 
and made all his calculations, helore 
he announced hi> intention tothechi! 
dren of Israel then remaining al Jeru- 
salem. W'lu-n he had everythitm ar 
ranged tu his satisfaction, lie called 
the Israelites U.gelher, and told them 
of the work to he done lie clearlv 
set forth to diem their duty, and e,av'e 
each nuufa portion ot the work mdo. 
No une was to he idle. -7/ were to 
engage in this great work of rebuild- 
ing the walls of the sacred city. I n 
order that this might he the most easi- 
ly ace-.-anplished, Neheininli had the 
work carried on by a .stated plan; 
namely, each man was to rehuiid that 
portion of the wall which was oppo- 
site his own lumse. That is each one 
was to perform that duty which lav 
nearest him. liy working in this way 
the great wurk was suceessfullv ac- 
complished in the short space of two 
years and three months. 

What lesson may we learn from this: 
Have we not a Jerusalem whose 



wall needs rchuilding? 1 answer, yes. 
A wail infinitely grealci than the 
one which Mil-rounded ancient |«.-ritsa 
letii. ami one whu.se rehuildiug w ill 
rei|iiire a-e>. e\en v. nl, the lni ,si per- 
sistent labor."

long O l.urd. shall we he the prey and 
spoil of all men?" We must rehuiid 
it. hy each one's faithfully and earn- 
estly carrying out U, c |,l ;in j a j L ; t | mi . n 
by .Nehemiah: i.e. hy performing the 
duty which lies, nearest htm. What is 
die duty which hes nearest each of us ? 
I answer tins ipjestimi hy asking 
another. What duty cik he nearer 
to any of us, than the fashining and 
nimtidmg of tin* itnniurial minds of the 
y oiitl i uf our land? When we cunsider 
the [.tirp«.>e for wln< hall human heiugs 
are created, it hen .u:es o|n iutls that 
there is no dun paramount to tlie one 
of dire, tin- wie untutored minds of the 
young in the proper channel. 1 
wish to consider for a few moments, 
how we, the members of the Normal

The Onlv 
means by which this plan can by tru- 
ly carried out, is by giving die young 
a true system of education, not educu 
lion ofthe mind simply, hut education 
ot the body, mind and soul. We nam 
such an education as will begin with 
the cradle and end with the grave: 
one that will call fur a diplomu'in the 
I.iiikI IJeyuud. As a child's first 
needsare always physical it is the phys- 
mal part of his education tiiat requires 
attention first. Nor is thi< part t ) lc 
ieast essential one. The educators id 
the present age are waking up to this 
tact more and mure every dav. The 
first and most important step in begin- 
ning the physical education .,f the 
younn. should be the regulation of diet.
